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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Objections 

1 . Claim 2 is objected to because of the following: The claim contains previously 
deleted text. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 5 and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

4. The claims have no antecedent basis in the claim they depend from since they 
do not claim sulfonated polymers. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

6. Claims 1-3, 7, 9-12 and 15-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Isozaki et al. 6,608,121, in view of Fujiwara et al. 6,472,470. 

7. Isozaki et al. is the English equivalent of EP 1 ,1 80,536. It discloses polyvinyl 
alcohol, plasticizer and polysaccharide in claim 1 , sulfonated copolymers of polyvinyl 
alcohol in the paragraph overlapping columns 3 and 4, plasticizers in the paragraph 
overlapping columns 5 and 6 and polysaccharides in column 6, lines 33-61 . Isozaki et 
al. do not disclose injection molding, but the secondary reference makes up this 
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deficiency. Fujiwara et al. teach basically the same composition as the primary 
reference, the vinyl alcohol polymer can be found in the claims, the sulfonated 
copolymer is taught in column 6, lines 11-42, ionic sulfates in the paragraph overlapping 
columns 8 and 9, plasticizers in column 11, lines 6-29, modified starch and cellulose 
derivatives in column 14, line 35 and in column 1 1 , lines 62-65 it is stated that the 
composition can be injection molded. It would have been obvious to one having 
ordinary skill in the art, at the time the invention was made, to injection mold the 
composition of Isozaki et al., since Fujiwara et al. prove that it is a viable method of 
manufacturing. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

8. Claims 13 and 14 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
